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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant states that Langan does not teach 
compressing the dynamic range of the image with reduced dynamic range and heightened contrast. Yet paragraph 5 of the application 
states that Langan "presents a method to compress the dynamic range of the image." The "image with reduced dynamic range and 
heightened contrast" is taught by Nicolas and Neitzel. Thus the combination of Langan, Nicolas and Neitzel is a method to compress the 
dynamic range of the image with reduced dynamic range and heightened contrast. 

applicant states that Nicolas does not disclose defining (or segmenting the object into) regions of the object based on the threshold. The 
term "segmenting the object into regions" is not in the claim and there is no basis for reading this term into the claim. Nicolas in the 
abstract states that his method provides "a compensated thickness image, the pixels having a level below or above a predetermined 
threshold being returned at least to the value of said threshold," which reads on the claim term "defining regions of the object based on the 
threshold.
